refused today to discuss their delibera- 
tions returned at tec minutes after 12 
o'clock this morning a verdict of first 
degree murder against Police Lieutenant 
Charles Becker, the first of Mven men 
to be tried for the murder of Herman 
Rosenthal. On Wednesday, Oct. 30, Su- 
preme Court Justice Ooff will fix the time 
for the prisoner's death in the electric 
chair. 


Exhausted by the ordeal of the trial, 


John F. Mclntyre, chief counsel for the 
defense, nevertheless began today the 
preliminary steps looking to an appeal 
and a stay of execution for hia client. 
The case will be fought to the court of 
appeals, and Becker, pacing his cell in 
the Tombs, expresses hope of th« out- 
come. At the same time he denounces 
what he styles the rigorous partiality of 
Justice fiolf in his charge to the jury and 
his conduct of the trial. 


Mrs. Becker, who famied in the corri- 


dors of the criminal courts building when 
n breathless messenger sprinting for the 
telephone shouted "guilty," is under the 
care of relatives at her homo in the 
Bronx. 
Like her husband, she never 


dreamed of a first degree verdict but 
rather counted on a disagreement of tho 
jurors.

Block Signals for Interurbans. 


The order of the Indiana state, railroad commission 


for the installation of block signals upon certain inter- 
urban lines by July next affects two of the interurban sys- 
tems operating in Fort Wayne—the Fort Wayne and 
Northern Indiana and the Ohio Electric railway. The or- 
der comes after prolonged study, many conferences and 
considerable experimenting upon the part of the rail- 
roads, but it has been a certainty for some time that ac- 
tion along this line would be taken. As it now stands, the 
order includes only the larger interurban systems of the 
state, on which travel is heaviest and danger of acciden 
consequently more apparent. 
In the discussion of the 


block signal system, the- electric railway men have con 
tended that their real desire for delay was due not to th< 
fact that they were opposed to the improvement, but tha 
they were not convinced of the practicability of any sys- 
tem of block signals yet devised for trolley lines. It'is be- 
lieved there will now be little disposition to resist the or- 
'der, and plainly the improvement will tend to the safety 
of both public a.nd trainmen, whether the system be per- 
fect as yet or not. But however efficient the block signal 
system, it does not eliminate the always-present "human 
element" in the operation of trains. Accidents do happen 
even with the check of the most approved block systems, 
and all the safeguards possible arc none too many.'

Slums in Fort Wayne. 


Mrs. Bacon spoke on the housing prob- 


lem. An eloquence born partly of her 
earnestness in this serious subject that 
confronts tho people of Indiana makes 
Mrs. Bacon a remarkable speaker. Shs 
speaks rapidly and clearly and sho mado 
a deep impression on her hearers as she 
discussed the great white plague and the 
indifference of the people to its preven- 
tion. Mrs. Bucou ia also very practical. 
She declared that pcopla who live in 
hovels, in rooms without windows, in 
places where there are neither drains nor 
sewer connections of any kind, can not 
be expected to keep sanitary conditions 
about them or keep well. 
Tuberculosis 


thrives in such spots of darkness and 
foul air and residents of such districts 
have no incentive to keep clean. After 
hearing Mrs. Bacon picture conditions to 
be found in every city of size in Indiana, 
the audience were shown illustrations of 
slums in Fort Wayne that were aston- 
ishing to the audience. 


Miss Miller's Address. . 


Miw Louise Klein Miller, of Cleveland, 


whose work in welfare and landscape 
gardening in her own city has become the 
admiration of other cities, had a more 
cheerful btory to tell. Miss Miller also 
illustrated her talk with stereopticon 
slides, which showed the children at 
tfork, the conversion of dirty spoti into 
places of beauty and thrift. Miss Miller 
told of the beginning' of her gardening 
work about twelve years ago in one of 
the worst settlements in that city. Win- 
dow boxes were made and distributed to 
the people. 
Many of the boxes were 


stolen. 
Someone then argued that if 


people would steal them they should 
nave boxes or flowers of their own. So 
the garden was begun, a garden club was 
organized. Dues in that club are ten 
cents a year. Forty thousand packages 
of seeds were sold in the second year of 
the gard«n club. 
The next year four 


small gardens were started and a depart- 
ment of school gardens was established. 
Miss Miller supervises the school gardens 
of Cleveland, improves school grounds, 
gives lectures in public schools to edu- 
cate tbe people. 


Miss Miller advocates outdoor work for 


boys and told how boys had been cured 
of bad habits by becoming interested in 
gardening. The work also includes con- 
structive work and there are manual 
training for the boys and domestic sci- 
ence for the girls. The anti-fly cam- 
paign is kept up all of the time. The 
newspapers, the churches, the women's 
clubs and the city improvement associa 
tion arc all in sympathy with the work 
and lend it assistance. Miss Miller is 
very enthusiastic about her work and her 
enthusiasm is contagions. 


TURKS THROW 


AWAY RIFLES 


"(Continued From Page 1.) 


ATTACK ON SCUTARI. 


Montenegrins in Desperate Assault on 


Turkish Stronghold. 


Rieka, 
Montenegro, Oct. 25.—The 


Montenegrin 
army succeeded in sur- 


rounding the Turkish town of Scutari 
yesterday a-fternoon. 
The Montenegrin 


artillery opened Bre on the town from 
tho northwestern quarter, aiming at the 
citadel and the Mohammedan district. 
A.number of shells fell in the Moham- 
medan district without doing any dam- 
age. 


The Montenegrin envoys proceeded to- 


ward the town to open "negotiations for 
its surrender but without effect. 


The Montenegrin infantry then made 


a desperate attack on the town but en- 
countering an annihilating fire from the 
Turkish artillery and finding them- 
selves hard pressed and in danger, they 
were compelled to retire to their for- 
mer positions. 


They immediately began to make 


preparations for a renewal of the at- 
tack. This was made . under cover of 
artillery fire. 


A vigorous attack is to be made on 


the city today from three sides. Crown 
Prince Danilo and his staff at one time 
were in great danger, a shell bursting 
a* few yards from them. 
The popula- 


tion of Scutari is in a state of panic 
and white flags are flving from a num- 
ber of houses. At Tar'akosch, the Mon- 
tenegrins occupied tho highest point of 
the neighboring mountain and General 
Mattinovitch called upon the Turks to 
surrender and prevent further useless 
bloodshed. The occupation of the town 
was effected after a bombardment of 
the fortress by all the 
Montengrin 


guns. The Turks replied with 22 guns, 
but those on the highest points were 
silenced after two hours' firing. The 
fall of night interrupted further artil- 
lery action, but the infantry made sev- 
eral night attacks and as a result of 
their efforts the Turks evacuated the 
upper fort and the Montegrins occupied 
. 
General Vukotitch telegraphed that 


he has overcome and subdued the Mo- 
hammedan Arnouts of the Rugara tribe, 
who inhabit the district of Plava and 
who had offered a stubborn resistance 
to his troops.

Mortluts have been condemning it as 
demoralizing and viciou*, but Caero, 
Texas, is preparing for a turkey trot 
that 11 bound to be instructive, inspir- 
ing, entertaining and altogether delight- 
ful On November 25 next there will 
begut a harvest 
home celebration of 


three days' duration, and a daily feature 
•will be a parade of ten thousand fat tur- 
k«r», led by a brass band. 
. 


Think about an exhibition lik« that 


durinf Thanksgiving week, at a time 
vhen every family in the United States 
will be thinking about turkeys! 


It will call to mind the olden time* 


when turkey raisers itf Texas did not 
ship their birds to market, but drove 
them in great flocks through the streets 
of town and permitted the purchaser to 
take his pick. It matters little at this 
time that the now hananed consumer 
could then buy from a flock of turkeys 
a large fat bird for half a dollar and an 
extra large one for seventy-fire cents.

Analyzing the political situation is he

In the Indiana 
towns and cities Roosevelt, I believe, wil 
get three rotes to every vote cast for 
Taft, but it i» different in the country 
districts. If Roosevelt thinks he will get 
the Indiana farmer vote he will be fooled

"There is one thing about the Indiana, 


situation you can bank on and it is this 
If there is any danger of Roosevelt car 
rying the state the Indiana Taft voti 
will be cast for Wilson.' Roosevelt is to

vhere it looks like Roosevelt might win.

York, Oct- 25— Something new in I 


the way of medical superintendence has ! 
teen begun at Columbia university. W. 
H. aicCasdine, M. D., a graduate 'of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeon*, who 
for the last eight year* has held a pro- 
fessorship in physical education in Teach- 
ers' college, has been put at th» h«ad of 
the new department of h*alth and sani- 
tation of the university, the object of 
which will be to look after th« general 
health and wellbeiug of the studenta, ai 
well as tanitary conditions on the cam- 
put 


It will b» to the college what the 


board of health is to the City of New 
York, and in addition to thU will fur- 
nish medical advice »nd consultation to 
the students fre« of charge, but only at 
the office of the department— not bedside 
»ervio«. 


The headquarters of this department 


are in Earl Hall, on the campus, where 
Dr. JlcCastline lias supplied an equip- 
ment almost giTine the" place the .ip- 
ptarance of 
a section of a hospital. 


Itegular cilice hours will be kept by the 
doctor, whose time will be taken up en- 
tirely and be paid lor by the university, 
and students will be free to consult hiiii 
at the office during these hours. The 
faculty, when it feels that a student is 
in need of medical sen-ice, will order a 
ttudent to see Dr. McCastline, and the 
itudent will be 
compelled 
to obey, 


whereas this could not bo done if the 
university did not supply tho physician. 


In this way Columbia "is taking a. step 


further than any other institution. 


The idea differs entirely from the in- 


irmary system now in vogue at many 
of the small colleges. The proximity of 
koipitals in the city mukes an infirmary 
unnecessary for Columbia. But arrange'- 
meiits have been made with several of 
the leading hospitals whereby a man 
t«nt by the university will "be given 
proper treatment, and this department of 
th« unlwsity will follow up his par- 
ticular case and see that he gets suitable 
cue. 


In order to rnako the service of the 


4«p»rtment alika for all, consultation 
work in the office only will bo given. 
This will not give tho student living in 
th« dormitory the advantage over thn 
•B« who li not, in having free medicnl 
••trice, and will also prevent the depart- 
ment from interfering with the practice 
of the phyiicians in the neighborhood.

Is Legal to Call Chocolate 


Made Here an Italian 


Style. 


THAT IS THE DECISION 


San Francisco. Oct. 25.—Not guilty 


was the prompt verdict returned in the 
United States district court by the jury 
trying the suit filed against the D. 
GbiradelH company, manufacturers of 
chocolate, accused of violating the pure 
food law by misbranding its products. 


The charge was brought by the federal 
government and is significant because 
of the fact that it is the first failure 
of prosecution under the pure food law 
in the San Francisco courts. 


The government contended that the 


Ghirardelli company was selling choco- 
lates made 
in California as "Italian 


chocolates," thus deceiving the public 
into the 
impression that they were 


made in Italy. 


The attorneys of the defendant com- 


pany held that the word "Italian" re- 
ferred to a style of product and not 
place 
of 
manufacture. Such general 


terms as "Italian, restaurant," "Sara- 
toga chips," "Frankfurter sausages" and 
"French mixed" were cited in support of 
this distinction. 
Two witnesses called 


by the government, Fran'k Maakey and 
George Haag, upheld the defense on this 
point. 


It was admitted that the San Fran- 


cisco chocolates were as good in qual- 
ity as the imported Italian brand and 
that they were more desirable because 


they were fresher. 


The charge 
that 
the words "San 


Francisco" and "Italian" written on the 
game package were misleading was re- 
futed by the evidence that the Ghirar- 
delli family had been in the chocolate 
business in California line* 1846, were 
widely known as Italians and that all 
of their employes were- Italians. 


Judge John J. do Haven, in his charge 


to the jurors, practically 
instructed 


them to acquit the defendants, and the 
jurymen remained out only fifteen min- 
utes, during which time they ate some 
of the candles offered in evidence.

the "major. The guard was explained. 


"'Take him away,' ordered the presi- 


dent. 'It makes ;ma tired myself to see 
that boy marching up and down—and, 
besides, it's too cold.' 


"Another day we were out, far from 


camp, and it came lunch time. The 
president had just cut into his dinner 
when he noticed that a young soldier 
was not eating. "Where's your dinner?' 
asked the president. The boy explained 
that he had failed to bring any. The 
president said: 
'Come right over l.ere 


and I'll split mine with you.' The youn& 
man was embarrassed and said-he wasn't 
hungry. 


An Order From His Boss. 


"'Come on,' shouted the president. It 


was an order from the commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy, and the 
youth obeyed. There they sat, side by 
side—the highest officer in the land and 
the lowest private, in the ranks—eating 
out of the same grub box and laughing 
over the 'chuck.' 


"I could tell Roosevelt stories by th'e 


hour to prove what I say about the 
colonel's being dead game and at the 
same time a kindly., considerate mau.

VACANCIES A FACTOR 


Chicago, Oct. 25.—The Tribune prints 


:he following from Its Washington cor- 
•espondent, John 'Callan OToughlin: 


A itreimduB effort' will be made by 


:he republican and democratic parties to 
ill the three vacancies txisting in the 
lenate and the five vacancies eiiatlng in 
^he house of representatives before Feb. 
2 next, the date upon which the electoral 
college will assemble. 


It is the senatorial vacancies which 


are of especial concern, not only to the 
;wo old parties but to the progressives as 
well. If these vacancies shall b« filled 
37 democrats it will mean in ease of a 
deadlock in the electoral college and in 
',he home of representatives that GOT- 
;rnor Marshall trill stand an excellent 
chance of being inaugurated u president 
of the United States. 


There are three progressive republicans 


upon whom the democrats are counting 
to aid Marshall.' These are Lafollette oi 
Wisconsin, Gronna of North Dakota, anc 
Works of California. La Follette has 
made it clear that he prefers the demo 
cratio ticket to either JRoosevelt or Taft 
Gronna is believed to b« secretly aiding 
Wilson, Works has announced formallj 
his purpose to suport Wilson in Califor 
nia. 


Where Marshall StanSs Show. 


These three moji realize that if no elec 


tion sha.ll occur, Roosevelt would stam 
an jeven better chance of getting the 
presidency a year hence in a new elec 
tion, which congress would have to an 
thorize. than he docs at this time. They 
will not stand personally for Roosevelt 
nnd in order to beat hrm their inclina 
tion would be to put Marshall in the 
•white house. 


The three vacancies upon which so 


much depends are those in Illinois, due 
to the expulsion of Senator Loritner, in 
Idaho to the death of Senator Heyburn 
and in Colorado due to the death o: 
Senator Hughes. 


The republicans expect to retain con- 


trol of the Illinois legislature, but if it 
should be close and the remnants of the 
Lorimer following should hold the bal- 
ance of power, there is a possibility of 
a deal by which «. democrat would be 
named to fill the vacancy. 


In Idaho tbe republicans and progres- 


sives are working together to secure con- 
trol of the legislature primarily on be- 
half of Senator Borah, who is acceptable 
to both. 


The death of Senator Hpybirm i« like- 


ly to complicate tho, situation, 
llcy- 


b»rn WM a stern standpatter, and agreed 


with Borah abouj few matters of state 
lolitics. At the same time the two men 
iad a working arrangement for manage- 
ment of political -affairs at home by 
which their supporters were able to co- 
iperate and keep the state within the 
•epublican 
column. Whether this 
ar- 


•angement will hold in view of the dis- 
appearance of Heyburn remains to be 
determined. 


In Colorado the legislature has been 


democratic, but because of factional dif- 
ferences has been unable to elect. The 
>robabilitiea are that the Idaho legisla- 
;ure will continue democratic. 


Procedure That May Follow. 


There are forty-two democratic sena- 


tors, and every one of these men will 
ote for Marshall whether his opponent 
should be Johnson or Sherman. Under 


the constitution, if the electoral college 
fails to show a majority for & presiden- 
tial candidate, the house of representa- 
tives proceeds to tbe election of tho 
president. 


If the house should bo unable to elect 


then the senate votes for the two men 
highest on the list. The man receiving 
a majority of the votes of the whole sen- 
ate, forty-nine • or more, becomes presi- 
dent. 


If the democrats should fill the exist- 


ing vacancies and secure, the 'votes of 
La Toilette, Gronna and Works, only one 
more vote would b« necessary to make 
the Indianian the mwcessor of President 
Taft. 


Johnson was hurled into the park and 
was badly bruised up.

Mr. Chirk refused to directly discuss 


the presidential candidates of the "two 
republican" parties.

party \v?.» one of the greatest menaces 
to the laboring people of this country, 
and that legalizing the trusts, as advo- 
cated by the progressives, was nothing ly and ev 
more than a farce.

Mr. Clark stated that the progressive 


movement is al Inoise and proceeded to 
substantiate what he said by facts de- 
veloped during the last few weeks of 
the campaign. He then explained the 
alleged movement of the bull moosers, 
headed by Roosevelt,

legalize the 


trusts. After discussing this phase of 
the campaign issues, he declared that

He was at first suspicious when told 
that a first degree verdict had been re- 
turned, then remarked locanically, "Mr. 
Whitman is n smart man." 


Keepers at the Tombs say that Beck- 


er did not sleep last night He was to 
confer with his lawyers today, and de- 
clined .to give out any extended inter- 
view. 
His fellow prisoners heard the 


verdict almost the insatnt it was pro- 
nounced. 
In some mysterious manner 


the message flashed from cell to cell, 
and when Becker tramped back along 
the corridors faces were pressed at the 
bars to watch him. Yet no one spoke 
to him. He gazed neither to right nor 
left,-' and his set face invited no cheer- 
ing comments from his companion!. 


Others Say Nothing. 


Not a word had come today from the 


four gun men and the two alleged ac- 
complices—"Jack" Sullivan and Wm. 
Shapiro, who are also to' be tried for 
Rosenthal's death. The dates for their 
trials, which probably will be separate, 
have not been announced. Inasmuch as 
their testimony will be used at the 
trials to come, the informers doubtless 
will remain in jail as material witnesses. 
In view of their confessions and the 
threats against them, they have ex- 
pressed no desire for liberty. .. 


Charles Becker enlisted in the New 


York police department Nov. 1, 1893. 
when he was 23 years old. 'His father, 
is dead, but his mother, now in her S3rd 
year, lives in New York and is over- 
come at his conviction. 


Mrs. Becker was able to leave the 


house during the forenoon 
and went 


down town to meet' Mr. Mclntyre pre- 
pnratory to a conference with her hug- 
band. 
' • • 


Inquiry at tlie homes of the jurors re- 


vleadcd 'the fact that -before Justice 
Goff had urged them to keep silent they 


"We do," the foreman replied. 
The court'then directed that the roll 


of the jurors be called for their indi- 
vidual verdicts. 
As he repeated the 


question, "Do you find tha defendant 
guilty of murder in the first degree as 
charged?" each juror answered "I do." 


Becker is Unmoved. 


Becker stood at the bar with squared 


shoulders, head erect. Not a muscle 
moved in his face, but he swallowed 
hard. That was all. 


When the last juror had answered 


Justice Goff instructed the clerk to take 
the defendant's pedigree. 
Becker an- 


swered the questions in a low firm voice. 
A court officer brought th« questions to 
him written on a slip of paper and as 
the prisoner read them to himself, he 
replied: 


"Forty-two years old, American citi- 


zen, 
born in Germany; address 3239 


Audubon avenue; lieutenant of police; 
married; Protestant; mother living; 
habits temperate; never convicted be- 
fore." 


When Becker's voice died away Mr. 


Mclntyre, who had covered his face 
with his hands as the verdict was given, 
rose and asked that all further pro- 
ceedings be deferred for one week, "un- 
til I can prepare the proper motion for 
appeal." 


Sentence is Deferred. 


"I will defer sentence," announced 


Justice Goff, "until October 30th and 
remand the prisoner until that date." 


Justice Goff spoke in the same low 


tone of voice, almost whisper, that had 
characterized his utterances during the 
trial. 


Becker gave ft. fleeting glance at the 


judge and rested his eyes for a moment 
on the jury. Then he turned and, fol- 
lowed by a jail warden, walked Trith 
unfaltering, rapid step up the aisle of 
the court room and disappeared through 
the door leading over the "bridge of 
sighs" to the Tombs. 


The jury had deliberated nearly eight 


hours before reaching the verdict, -al- 
though the case had been in their hands 
since 2:20 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Actual 
deliberation 
began 
at 4:07 


o'clock, when the doors of the 
jury 


room swung behind them on their return 
from luncheon, 


Pledged to Secrecy. 


What happened behind their doors, 


team and Becker tried to calm her. She 
clung to him for more than a minute and 
then two women companions touched hei 
but she d. .id not move. Becker hissed 
her again and again and finally whis- 
pered to her: 
"It will come out all 


right." Finally Mrs. Becker stepped back 
and with a parting kiss the couple sepa- 
rated. As Becker walked toward the 
entrance to the bridge of sighs he smiled 
back at his wife, hut she suddenly threw 


her hands to her face and staggered into 
the arms of her women companions. They 
half carried her to a waiting taxicab. 
Becker soon was in his cell. 


Becker's conviction comes exactly one 


hundred days, almost to the hour, after 
the murder of Rosenthal. It was in the 
early morning hours of July 16 that the 
gambler was shot to death in front of 
the Hotel Metropole. 
On July 21 the 


grand jury took up the case. On the 


29th it indicted Becker. On Aug. 5'hi 
was arraigned and pleaded not guilty; 
on Aug.. 20 he was re-indicted. Hig trial 
was set for. September 1 but a stay was 
granted till October 7 by Justice Bischoff 
to enable a commission to take testimony 
at Hot Springs, Ark. On October 7 the 
v 


trial began. It lasted seventeen days, r" 
Ninety-eight witnesses testified; 
their J- 


testimony was placed on 2,745 typewrit- 
ten pages. .

how the debate ebbed and flowed, who 
stood out eight hours against the final 
verdict, how many ballots were cast— 
these were matters to whose secrecy each 
juror was pledged. 


While the jury 'was making. up its 


mind, absolute stillness heightened by 
the midnight, quiet of the streets, prc-- 
vailed in the court room. 


After the verdict was given no one 


was allowed to leave the room until the 
jury had filed out. Justice 
Goff had 


given orders that anyone disturbing the 
proceedings in the slightest degree should 
be brought before him for punishment. 


Two hundred persons or more gath- 


ered at the courtroom door. With her 
ear almost at the keyhole sat the pris- 
oner's wife. As the kst juror left the 
room, by another exit the door flew open 
and a man rushed excitedly into the cor- 
ridor. 
The crowd gave way. He was 


half way down the steps 'to the tele- 
phone booth when a policeman shouted: 
"What's the verdict?"
